‘ BASEL, Switzerland, Aug. 23.—Great Brit- 
ain has offered the Jews a vast tract of ter- 
ritory in east Africa for colonization. — 

If the Jews accept the offer Great Britain 
pledges itself to grant an autonomous gov- 
ernment, subject Only to British suzerainty. 

This means that the Jews, for the first time 
since the days of the Roman conqueror, 
would have a country, a ruler, and a flag 
of their own, with government at 

own. choosing. . 


Sixth Zionist Congress Meets, 
The offer of the British government was 
made to the sixth Zionist congress, which as- 
semblied here today with 500 delegates, repre- 
senting nearly every country in the world. 
It was presented through Dr. Theodore 
BKertale, president of the Zionist congress, 


who, in his annual address, referred to the / 


suitan’s persistent refusal to grant a charter 
tor the colonization of Palestine, and ofthe 
failuré of the project to establish the Jews

Dr. Herzl came to the congress fresh from 
a visit to Russia, where, he says, he held 
important conferences with personages of 
high position and great influence.

Jewish Colonial Trust. | 

The most important financial feature of the 
Zionist movement is the Jewish Colonial 
trust, established four years ago with a capi- 
tal stock of $10,000,000, divided into shares of 
$5 each. The stock has been eagerly sub- 
scribed for by Jews all over the world, and 
nearly 500,000 shares have been paid for, the 
number of stockholders being approximately 
150,000. The trust is well managed, and is 
already on a dividend paying basis. 

Another financial feature of the Zionist 
movement is the Jewish national fund. This 
fund is being raised by means of the sale of . 
stamps which Zionists use to adorn their 
private correspondence and stationery. .A

FIGHT DUEL AT PARK. 


One Rival for Love, Fatally Shot 
in Sight of Thousands, — 


ASSAILANT AT LIBERTY. 


Girl Who Caused the Trouble Faints 
and Is Thought Hit. 


In the presence of hundreds of persons two 
rivals for a girl's heart and hand fought a 
duel tn Union park last night.

Although bad- 
ly frightened, Miss Hallick placated Jacobs 
and obtained possession of the weapon. 

She says she gave the revolver to Basler 
after telling him of the threats made by 
Jacobs. Basler visited her last evening and 
the couple went to Union park, which is only 
a short distance from her home.g As they 
entered the park they encountered Jacobs. 

Jacobs said he had called to procure the 
revolver left with the young woman last 
week, He extended his hand to Basler, who

| Sultan Complies in Haste. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Aug. 28.—The 
pcrte’s reply accepting the Russian demands 
was delivered twelve hours after the presen- 
tation of the Russian note—a promptitude 
most unusual in the history of Turkish 
d‘plomacy. Tewfik Pasha, the foreign minis-. 
ter, and Naum Pasha thereupon called on 
M. Zinoview, the Russian ambassador, and 
requested the withdrawal of the Russian 
squadron from Turkish waters, on the 
ground that its presence tended to encourage 
the insurrection. 


Sultan Appeals to Kaiser. 
A rumor has been current that the sultan 
appealed to the German emperor to use his 
good offices at St. Petersburg in favor of the 
recall of the Russian squadron. 
An extraordinary council of ministers. 
assembled at yildiz kiosk yesterday to con- 
sider the situation in the interior and discuss 
the military measures rendered necessary by 
it. The sultan had on Friday sought the ad- 
vice of the French ambassador. 
News from Adrianople represents the situ-- 
ation in that vilayet as verging on a panic.. 
The insurgents have destroyed telegraphic 
communication at several points between 
Adrianople and Kirk-Kilise, thirty-five miles 
to the northeast, and have burned and pil-. 
laged several Greek and Museulman villages, 
including Kavakli and Kizilji, southwest of 
Kirk-Kilise. Troops have been dispatched 
to the environs of Adrianople. 


Fights at Fifteen Points, 


Fighting is said to have taken place in fif- 
teen places, with losses in killed reaching a 
total of more than 700. ; 
It is reported that Greece, Servia, and Rou- 
mania are mobilizing armies. 
Mohammedan irritation at Russia’s action 
in sending the equadron is shown by the 
bruta] assault on the Russian postman in the 
street in Constantinople. 
Four battalions of infantry and a squadron 
of cavalry have been sent to the neighbor- 
hood of Iniada, and the high military com- 
mission at the palace has decided to call 
sixty fresh battalions of Redifs from Asia 
Minor. At present the Ottoman army in 
Macedonia numbers 170,000 men. 
The customs administration at Constanti- 
nople, fearing an explosion, has ordered a 
most searching examination of all imports 
on the quay before they are taken to the 
custom house. 
Two sailing vessels, crowded with Mus- 
sulman refugees from villages on the Black 
sea coast, hdve arrived at Kavak, at the 
entrance to the Bosporus. 
At Monastir a Mussulman called the Italian 
consul a “ giaour.”” A strong feeling pre- 
vails among the Mussulmans at Salonica 
and Monastir on account of thé execution 
of M. Rostkowski’s murderers. The re- 
mf&ins of the murdered consul were shipped 
at Salonica yesterday with great pomp on 
board the Russian embassy guardship Ter- 
etz. The Turkish civil and military author- 
ities attended the ceremony. The Teretz 
sailed for Odessa. 
Fighting in Adrianople. 
SOFIA, Aug. 28.—From eastern Adrianople 
come reports of more fighting, which so far 
appears to be resulting chiefly in favor of the 
revolutionists. Many villages haye been 
burned and their inhabitants have taken 
refuge across the Bulgarian frontier. 
After a long fight at Stoiloro the insurgents 
defeated a detachment of Turkish troops, 
which lost twenty killed and wounded. 
At Chanagasko, near Surovicevo, the in- 
surgents are reported to have annihilated an 
entire Turkish regiment. * 
At Bulankzera, near Tirnovo, seventy-five 
revolutionists are credited with defeating a 
Turkish battalion. The villages «f Amder- 
mis and Enrik, near Vasiliko, have been 
burned to ashes. | 


Turks Destroy a Monastery. 
The Turks have bombarded and destroyed 
the monastery of Constantine, near Losen- 
grad, where fifty insurgents had fortified 
themselves. The villages of Bakdgik, Kona- 
kara, Evren, Dingisco, and Brusheva have 
all been ‘burned and their inhabitants have 
fied: The large village of Drumbegle, near

PARIS, Aug. 23.—In spite of her defiant 
attitude when receiving sentence, Mme. 
Therese Humbert broke down last night on 
her arrival in t#e Conciergerie prison and 
had a long crying spell. The.men of the 
party, though depressed, bore up better. 
Maitre Labori, her counsel, visited Mme. 
Humbert this morning and found her still 
prostrated, but she obstinately maintained 
her innocence and denounced the sentence 
as iniquitous. She and her husband un- 
doubtedly will appeal to the Court of Cassa- 
tion on the ground of technical irregularities. 
If successful in their appeal, they will be 
retried before another assize court, possibly 
at Versailles. 
Emile and Romain Daurignac will not ap- 
peal, as, owing to the time they have spent 
in prison awaiting trial, the period of release 
on a ticket of leave will arrive before a re- 
‘hearing could possibly take place. 


Might Have Been Acquitted. 

The defending counsel are greatly disap- 
pointed at the result of the trial. Maitre 
Labort refused to be interviewed, but his 
colleague, Maitre Clunet, expressed his 
opinion that but for the ill timed and futile 
revelations of Mme. Humbert a general ac- 
quittal would have been possible. 
Several members of the jury who have 
given interviews are unanimous in saying 
that the person who did most to secure the 
conviction of the prisoners was Mme.

GHARLES C, BONNEY DEAD 


PRESIDENT OF PARLIAMENT OF 
RELIGIONS EXPIRES. 


Long an Invalid as Result of Stroke of 
Paralysis—Best Known in Connec- 
tion with World's Fair Congresses, 
but for Years Active in the Practice 
of Law and the Author of Several 
Works—Funeral Tomorrow Will Be 


Private. 


Charles Carroll Bonney, president of the 
parliament of religions at the world’s fair 
in 1893, died yesterday as the result of lo 
illness. 

He was stricken with paralysis three years 
ago and never recovered his health. He died 
at the residence of his son, L. C. Bonney, 
8746 Ellis avenue, and the funeral will take 
place there tomorrow afternoon. It will be 
private. The Rev. L. P. Mercer of Cincinnatl 
will conduct-the service, and interment will 
be at Graceland. 


Organizer of World’s Congresses. 

Mr. Bonney was an attorney by profes- 
sicn, although in recent years he was better 
known as the president of the congresses 
of the world’s fair, in particular of .the 
parliament of religions. He was a farmer's 
son, and was born in Hamilton, N. Y., in 
1831. In religious faith he was a Sweden- 
borgian. His ancestors were Baptists on 
his father’s side, and on his mother’s Friends. 
He enjoyed cordial relations with members 
and ministers of all denominations, which 
proved of immense value in organizing and 
conducting the religious congresses. 

After receiving his early education in the 
public schools and in Hamilton academy, 
Mr. Bonney became a teacher in the acad- 
«my. He also pursued some studies in Madi- 
son, now Colgate, university, from which 
institution he later received the degree of 
L.L. D. 

At the age of 19 Mr. Bonney removed to 
Peoria, where he again engaged in educa- 
tional ork, studying law in his leisure 
time. e@ was admitted to the Illinois bar 
f) 1852, and to that of the United States 
Supreme court in 1866. In 1860 he came to 
Chicago, where he resided to the time of his 


death. 
Leading Attorney for Years. 


one of the leading practitioners of the state. 
He was president of the Illinois State Bar 
association, and in 1882 was vice president 
of the American Bar association. His prac- 
tice took him to many parts of the country 
and he was known as a profound writer and 
thinker on legal topics. In the period of 
disorganization following the war of the 
rebellion hé contributed much to the 
straightening out of the legal tangles. 

A little later he was one of the prime 
movers in the formation of the law and 
order movement that began in Illinois in 
1872 and spread all over the nation and to 
Canada. He was six times president of the 
league that took up the work of enforcing 
the laws. He was a democrat early in life, 
later was a “ war democrat,”’ and more re- 
cently was an independent. In 1856 Mr. 
Bonney supported Stephen A. Douglas in the 
Illinois campaign, stumping the state. 

Mr. Bonney was the real father of the 
world’s congresses that made such an im- 
pression in connection wjth the Columbian 
exposition. The project was first announced 
by him in 1889, when he advocated a series 
of meetings such as was afterwards held, 
advising that this “‘ would doubtless surpass 
all previous efforts to bring about a real 
fraternity of nations and unite the en- 
lightened people of the earth in a general co- 
operation for the attainment of the great 
ends for which human society is organized.”’ 
Mr. Bonney was married in 1855 at Troy, 
N. Y., to Miss Lydia A. Pratt. Two sons, 
Charles L. and Lawton C., ansl two daughters

WIFE OF NEW YORK MAN IS 
KNOCKED FROM ARMS BY TUG. 


Thomas F. Parent Makes Brave Effort 
to Save Woman from River and De- 
nounces Cowardice of Boat’s Crew— 
Hundreds Look On Inactive While

Parent and his wife, with Michael Melton 
of Brooklyn and his son, Charles Melton, 17 
years old, started from the foot of West 
Thirty-fifth street at 3 o’clock in a rowboat. 
They were bound to New Jersey for an out- 
ing. When off Thirty-first street the ferry- 
boat approached. The wash from this and 
another vessel upset the rowboat. 


Parent Makes Brave Effort. 
Parent grasped his wife and kept afloat 
while the Meltons clung to the upturned 
boat. The ferry boat Albany bore down on 
the unfortunates. The crew threw a life pre- 
server which fell short and a line tossed 
did not reach. It would take too much time 
to take the life boat from the roof, the offi- 
cers say. The whistle of the ferry boat drew 
the attention of a tug and the latter cut its 
tow adrift and went to the rescue. In the 
heavy tide the bow of the boat struck be- 
tween Parent and his wife and before the 
crew could grasp the pair the wife’s body 

sank. The other three were rescued.

Panic on Excursion Boat. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Aug. 23.—Amid scenes 
of panic, in which terrorstricken men lost 
their heads and sought to throw women and 
children overboard, the pleasure steamer 
Indiana went to the bottom of the Indlanap- 
olis Water company’s canal at Fairview park 
this evening at 7 o'clock. 

The park officials think nobody was 
drowned, but J. N. Oliphant of Indianapolis 
and P. E. Betts of Anderson, Ind., who were 
passengers, say that they saw a woman with 
a baby sink to the bottom. They did not 
see them come to the surface again, and fee! 
sure they were drowned. - 


Fifty Persons in Danger. 


Fifty persons were on board when the ves- 
gel sank about three-quarters of a mile above 
its starting point in the canal, which ts about 
eight miles long and runs from Indianapolis 
to Broad Ripple park. The canal is narrow 
an’ from ten to fifteen feet deep in the mid- 
dle. Itis not yet certain what sent the steam- 
er to the bottom: Defective machinery, over- 
loading on one side, and leaks are blamed 
by different persons. , 

Women and Children Saved. 

Skiffs on the canal aided tn the work of 
rescue of fainting women and children. Mr. 
Betts, who says he saw the woman and baby 
drown, saved his wife as she sank the third 
time. She weighs over 200 pounds. 

Thirty people were thrown into the water 
when the boat sank.. Several! of the male pas- 
sengers did heroic work in getting them to 
shore. They were aided by the ship's crew.

TMERICA INVADED | 
BY ALIEN SWARM, |. 


Undesirable Immigrants Ar 
rive at an Alarming Rate 
in Month of July. 


WHAT FIGURES SHOW. 


Present Rate, if Maintained, Will 
Add Over a Million in 
Current Year. 


JMMIGRATION—During July 67,538 immigrants 
arrived in the United States, more than half 
being Hungarians, Italians, and Russian Jews. 

COMMERCE—United States imported nearly 
$500,000,000 worth of material in mane 
facturing in fiscal vege just closed. 


Washington, D. Aug. 23.—[{Special.]— 
Tindesirable immigrants poured into the 
“United States at an alarming rate during 
July, the first month of the fiscal year. If 
this proportion of increase is maintained 
during the remainder of the year the arrivals 
will aggregate nearly a million and a quarter, 
During the month the number of immi- 
grants landed on our shores was 67,538, 
against 50,782 for the same period last year, 
an increase in thirty-one days of 16,756, — 
Of the total 67,538 there were 43,319 Hun- 
garians, Italians, and Russian Jews, there 
being 18,876 Hungarians, 10,764 Italians, and 
13,679 Russian Jews. This element made up 
more than 64 per cent of the newcomers. Of 
the 16,756 increase over July of the previous 
year, it constituted 9,855, or nearly 53 per 
cent. 
There are two bright spots in the figures 
presented, as there was a healthy increase 
in English and German immigration. Sub- 
jects from these two countries generally 
make desirable American citizens. England 
furnished 3,283, against 1,379 for July, 1902, 
an increase of 1,004, while the Germans num- 
bered 3,948, against 2,710 for the same period 
in 1902, an increase of 1,238. 
Commissioner Gener&l of Immigration Sar- 
gent has warned the country what to ex- 
pect in this direction unless some restrictive 
immigration legislation is enacted. His pre- 
diction that the million mark will be ex- 
ceeded is likely to be borne out, for during 
July the number of arrivals is small as com- 
pared with the eight other months, each of 
which makes a showing almost twice as 
great.

In 1898 the total importation of 
manufacturers’ materials was $247,000,000, 
and formed 42.07 per cent of the total. —

THINK STOCK RALLY TOO RAPID. 


Professionals in Wall Street Are Con- 
Servative and Recovery in Prices 
Is Checked by Nonsupport. 


[BY A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. } 

NEW YORK, Aug. 23.—[{Special.]—The re- 
covery in prices which was fairly consecutive 
throughout week before last, made no fur- 
ther progress in the early part of last week 
unless it be the animated dealings succeeded 
on Wednesday by a sharp reaction. Pro- 
fessiona! opinion is quite unanimous that the 
rally in the market has made too rapid head- 
way and the market is so largely governed 
by professional operations it is just as well 
to hearken unto professional opinion. 

What stood out plainly, however, in the 
dealings in the stock market during the last 
week is that there has been no recurrence 
of the liquidation of the character conducted 
throughout the present year up to ten days 
ago. It would seem then that whatever may 
have been the causes and necessities of the 
protracted and almost unbroken liquidation 
which ran along from September of last 
year to the middle of the present month they 
have accomplished their purpose and have 
ceased to exist. 


On the decline in prices vast amounts of 
stocks that were speculatively held passed 
into the hands of investors and into the 
strong boxes of operators who have more 
patience and financial resources than those 
who were forced to dispose of them. The 
technical structure of the market has in con- 
sequence become immensely strengthened 
It would seem to be a doubtful question 
whether any early return of the speculative 
public can be expected. Hence the prospects 
would seem to be for a duil period in the 
stock market, but, on the other hand, what is 
of vastly more importance, for a more stab! 
one. 

Scarcely anything of general importance has 
transpired with the course of last week. The 
chronic political disquiet in eastern Europe 
has become more ag vated, but according 
to the latest advices the difficulties in that 
quarter are apt to be settled without an out- 
burst of hostilities. The London stock mar- 
ket has been quite depressed through un- 
easiness as to the upshot of this question, 
and there has been heavy selling for the for- 
eign account in the local market, although 
it would seem to be a question as to whether 
these sales are induced by the situation in 
the Balkans or the unwillingness of European 
operators to realize the quick profits accru- 
ing to them by reasdn of the extensive re- 
covery in the New York market. 

Agricultural conditions in the west con- 
tinued highly satisfactory, and the crops 
made one more week's progress toward the 
safety point. The monetary conditions have 
shown little alteration. The lenders ap- 
parently prefer to keep their funds well in 
hand, hence is witnessed the spectacle of low 
rates for money on call, together with limited 
offerings of funds for time periods. The 
decline in sterling exchange was effectually 
checked by London's heavy sales of stocks 


sold in the first three days of last week, and 
it is now believed the foreign exchange mar- 
ket will decline to the gold importing point 
much before October. In the meantime the 
receipts of gold from Australia and, the 
orient have been heavy at Pacific ports, and 
have been immediately transferred through 
subtreasury operations to this point.

Next to absolute stagnation, there are few 
things more dispiriting than the incessant 
disappointments and the recent tendency of 
markets to brighten up for a day or two, and 
then, just as the hopes for business begin to 
run high, to relapse again into inaetivity. 
This has tried the nerves of the house sorely. 
It is really remarkable how widespread is 
the sentiment that the time is ripe for a 
healthy expansion of business. One meets 
with it everywhere. Wherever one turns one 
hears the opinion expressed that things must 
move soon, but unhappily nobody seems anx- 
ious to give a start by taking the lead. 


There undeniably has been a good deal 
more business in all departments during the 
last week and brokers report some genuine 
public buying. The orders were the first for 
a long time. Unfortunately the moment 
prices begin to go better liquidation at the 
top is promptly turned on at full cock. With 
the exception of American rails there has 
been little interest in all the markets during 
last week, and prices for the most part gave 
way.

WHEAT DOES NOT HOLD. 


OFF ON FINE HARVESTING 
‘WEATHER NORTHWEST, 


Claims of. Improvement in Crop Con- 
dition and Theories of an Early 
Movement Make Speculative Senti- 
ment More Bearish—Receipts Still 
Much Less than a Year Ago—-Warm 
Temperatures in Corn Belt Cause 
Declines in Price—Oats Firm. 


The northwestern farmer had better 
weather for harvesting last week and the 
northwestern speculator assumed that there 
would be an earlier and a heavy movement 
of wheat in consequence. The high prices 
for cash wheat at Minneapolis attracted 
larger receipts, and, though two dozen cars 
of No. 1 northern do not look like big re- 
ceipts for a milling center which grinds over 
a million bu a week, they looked sufficiently 
large besides the receipts of one or two cars 
ddily on which the price shot up to $1.01, 
and there was a break of 13c from the top 
figure. These conditions and heavier re- 
ceipts for a few days at Kansas City dis- 
posed the speculator to sell wheat, whether 
he had it or had it not, and the liquidating 
movement which began on the swell the lat- 
ter part of the previous week continued 
last week until tifere had been a break of 
4%c in September from the top price to 70%c 
and of 4\%c in December to 80%c. From 80c

were several “sharp rallies, the market re- 


peared bullish in the news, one day a scare 
over the Balkan situation and the possibility 
of the disturbances there involving the great 
powers, another time reports of a big export 
business, and again heavy clearances of 
over 1,000,000 bu wheat and flour for a single 
day. Thé rallies, however, were short lived, 
the northwest weather continued fine, 
and the close was near bottom fig- 
ures.

Good Yields Reported. 


A good deal has been heard the last few 
weeks of improvement in conditions there 
since the Jones estimate of 147,000,000 for 
the three states was iasued, and there is 
a disposition now to look for 160,000,000 to 
180,000,000, the weather the last few weeks 
having been favorable for filling out the 
berry. Yields in Dakota and Minnesota both 
have been reported considerably in excess of 
earlier expectations, like the experience in 
Kansas, and in gratifying contrast to the 
genéral result in the red winter wheat coun- 
try. Some of the elevator interests in the 
northwest declare they look for nearly as 


186,000,000 bu. The Northwestern Miller, on 
replies from. millers over the three states, 
estimates the crop at 164,000,000 New 
wheat begar arriving at Duluth on Friday 
and the quality was fine, seven out of eight 
cars going No. i northern. A great deal de- 
pends now on how fast the crop comes to 
market. It is assumed it will move freely, 
but there may be disappointments here, as 
there have been in the winter wheat territory. 
If the spring wheat farmer should follow the 
example of his winter wheat colleague, hold 
his wheat for higher prices because of its 
good quality, or because of the bullish senti- 
ment which seems to have seized the farm- 
ers, the movement may still continue much 
under that of last year and stocks increase 
so slowly ft may not be 
prices near the 80c level. 
Receipts Keep Light. . 

If a better export demand should develop 
under such conditions, the farmer and the 
bull would have an important help, but it 
continues dull. It is predicted that receipts. 
at St. Louis, which have been half those of 
last year, will fall off still further because of 
the small country sales. There was a rush of 
receipts at Kansas City early in the week, 
but it was claimed they were the result of 
railroads cleanifig up their sidetracked ac- 
cumulations and would drop sharply again. 
Country selling has been lighter there be- 
cause of the heavy rains, which have dam- 
aged wheat in shock in Kansasand Nebraska 
and have delayed thrashing. The Modern 
Miller comments on “ the holding attitude of 
winter wheat farmers,’ which, it says, ‘Is 
extending and becoming more general, being 
espectally noticeable in the soft winter wheat 
territory, where the yield is smallest. For- 
eign markets showed some firmness during 
the week on continued unfavorable weather 
in England and on the continent, but weather 
conditions improved some in England toward 
the close. Exports for one day were over 
1,000,000 bu, but they followed several days 
of small clearances, and the total for the 
week, 3,373,000 bu, compared with 8,314,000 bu 
the previous week and 6,000,000 bu the cor- 
responding week last year. Since July 1 ex- 
ports are 11,000,000 bu less than for the cor- 
responding time last year, about 22,000,000 bu 
in seven weeks, and if Europe really needs

The country has been selling mod- 
erately, the eastern demand has been fair, 
and the views of holders were so encouraged 
by the conditions they rallied the market 
1%c from the dip of ic, which was largely 
in sympathy with the weakness in wheat and 
corn, and prices late in the week were the 
highest they had been on the crop. with a 
small reaction on renewed liquidation. There 
is a good deal heard from the country on 
the disposition of the farmers to store oats, 
and of country elevator men to store what 
oats they can get until they fill their houses, 
because of their good quality and the carry- 
ing chargé of nearly 4c from September to 
May, which is more than the oats handler 
usually gets. 

Provisions were lower during the first half 
of the week, but recovered some during the 
last half and closed steady. The early de- 
clines were due to the pressure of offerings 
by large packers, who were apparently 
anxious to dispose.of their holdings. Mean- 
while receipts of hogs were much in excess 
of those of a year ago and their average 
weight was heavier. The improvementiate 
in the week was on the reappearance of a 
fair export demand for lard.

Panama by All Means. 
Chicago, 22.—[Editor of The Tribune. ] 
—I have read with interest the begfnning of 
your symposium on the building of the 
Panama canal. By all means let it be the 
‘Panama route. Partial completion, shorter 
distance, good harbons, and lack of neighbor- 
ing volcanoes doubtfully extinct all argue in 
its favor, as well as the completed Panama 
railway. Should the president decide in 
favor of the longer and more circuitous 
Nicaragua route, with its seismic hazards, 
what assurance have we that Germany or 
France will not undertake the completion of 
the Panama canal and thus establish a dan- 
gerous competition in which we might easily. 
fare the worse? German interests are power- 
ful in South and Central America, and 
through a commercial propaganda as well as 
political jealousy the United States is cordial- 
ly disliked in these quarters, and this, too, 
despite the fact that the Monroe doctrine has 
proved their salvation. However, as per 
precedent, this doctrine did not deter France 
from the original enterprise (even though 
in the name of a private company), it cer- 
tainly cannot today prevent Germany or 
France from completing the undertaking in 
like manner if they so desire. The opposition 
developed at Bogota has doubtless been 
fostered by a number of varying elements. 
As pointed out by a previous correspondent, 
probably 100 men constitute the state in 
Colombia. This oligarchy, in the first place, 
as in other South American states, is tainted 
with Americanophobia. In the next place, it 
is venal, intent on obtaining every dollar 
it thinks the American government can be 
made to pay. Finally, it may easily be in 
the pay of the American railway lobby, late 
of Washington, D. C., or controlled by 
hostile Huropean influences. This is the 
body (by courtesy the Colombian congress) 
with which we have to deal in negotiating for 
this great commercial and political undertak-
